The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.SC 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3, 8-10, 12, 14, 18 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Fuller (U.S. Patent 5,143,200). 

Fuller shows a guide having first and second axle-positioning members 1 slidably 
engaging first and second channels 14 and 15 and at least one axle 27 extending 
between the members 1 for mounting a rotatable member thereon. Disclosed are 
material and outward channels that are fully capable of being adapted to be bent by an 
external tool if so desired. Note the claim does not require any actual bending, only that 
it is possible. Fuller is fully capable of being bent. 

Re claim 3, an end of axle 27 is received in a socket. 

Re claim 8, shown are at least four channels that could engage a tool. 

Re claim 9, channel 6 has a somewhat v shape. 

Re claim 10, the shown cross section opens towards a channel. 

Re claim 12, shown is mounting hardware 35 that engages a flat section. 

Re claim 14, shown is a plurality of axles 27. 

Re claim 18, members 1 are flexible to some degree. 

Re claim 19, the rigid structure may be bent. 

Claims 20-27 are allowed. 
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Claims 2, 4-7, 11,13 and 15-17 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
